The features described in Claim 12, 14 to 16, 21, 23 to 
27, wherein the feeding speed of the mono-sheet type 
instant film having a pod containing developer in the 
front part is detected and the emission timing of the 
print head is controlled according to this speed, is not 
disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report. Moreover, it is not obvious 
to a person skilled in the art. 

The feature described in Claim 28, wherein a track for 
detecting the feeding speed is installed in the instant 
film, is not disclosed in any of the documents cited in 
the international search report. Moreover, it is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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Claims 17, 19 and 20 do not involve an inventive step 
in light of Documents 1 to 5, 9, 10, 14 and 15. 

Document 2 (JP, 59-219737, A (Konica Corp.), December 
11, 1984 (11.12.84), claims; specification, page 2, lower 
right column, line 5 to page 4, upper left column, line 3; 
Fig. 1, 2, 3, 4, (Family: none)) cited in the 
international search report discloses a method wherein the 
film is exposed according to the data that indicates how 
much photosensitive emulsion should be applied by means of 
the three colour light obtained from a colour filter. 

Document 3 (JP, 2-287527, A (Fuji Photo Film Co., 
Ltd.), November 27, 1990 (27.11.90), specification, page 
2, lower right column, line 12 to page 3, upper right 
column, line 6; page 4, upper left column, lines 2 to 9; 
Fig. 2 and 3 & US, 5032911, A) cited in the international 
search report discloses a method wherein image information 
from the outside via a video signal input terminal is 
recorded on a film using three colour light obtained by a 
halogen lamp and a colour filter and after exposure- 
recording, the developer is applied by means of a pair of 
rollers, which hold and feed the film.

only is the operation of the printer made possible but 
also the information concerning the printer output is 
displayed and during printer output, the power supply is 
suspended to the electronic view finder of the 
photographic means . 

Document 10 (JP, 9-61934, A (Canon Inc.), March 7, 1997 
(07.03.97), claims; specification, paragraphs [0015], 
[0046], [0048] - [0053] , [0077], and [0078], (Family: none)) 
cited in the international search report discloses a 
method for suspending the operation of recording 
photographic information on a recording medium. 

Document 14 (JP, 6-189308, A (Eastman Kodak Japan 
Ltd.), July 8, 1994 (08.07.94), Claims 1 and 2; 
specification, paragraphs [ 0008 ]-[ 0010 ] and [ 0021 ]-[ 0025] , 
(Family: none)) cited in the international search report 
and Document 15 (JP, 3-271730, A (Fuji Photo Optical Co., 
Ltd.), December 3, 1991 (03.12.91), claims; specification, 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (Box V) (January 1994) 
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page 2, upper left column, line 7 to lower left column, 
line 4; page 2, lower right column, lines 8 to 20; page 3, 
lower left column, line 16 to lower right column, line 16; 
Fig. 1/ (Family: none) ) cited in the international search 
report both disclose the method of outputting and 
displaying the last taken and recorded image as a still 
image, recording and feeding out on paper. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
apply the above-mentioned methods to the exposure-scanning 
method for exposing an image line by line or 
simultaneously using three colour light, red, green and 
blue moving in the direction emitted by the LED array, 
onto a photosensitive colour medium such as a film for an 
instant camera disclosed in Document 1 (JP, 1-137245, A 
(Canon Inc.), May 30, 1989 (30.05.89), claims; 
specification page 2, upper left column, line 6 to lower 
right column, line 8; Fig. 1 to 6, (Family: none)) cited 
in the international search report. 

By combining these features, it would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art to derive the feature, wherein 
when the power source is turned on, not only is 
photographing possible in a photographing state, but also 
when print mode is selected, the image data last recorded 
is displayed, the main printing head is driven, the 
instant film is exposed and printed line by line based on 
said image data, the developer is emitted and fed out by a 
developing roller, and until the printing is complete all 
external scanning input signals are made invalid. 
Moreover, since it would be obvious to a person skilled in 
the art to select data optionally from the recording 
medium, the feature of selecting and displaying from the 
recording medium the frame last taken would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art. 

Claims 29 and 30 do not involve an inventive step in 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (Box V) (January 1994) 
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light of Documents 1, 3 and 11 to 15. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
apply the exposure-scanning method for exposing an image 
line by line or simultaneously using three colour light, 
red, green and blue moving in the direction emitted by the 
LED array, onto a photosensitive colour medium such as a 
film for an instant camera disclosed in Document 1 cited 
in the international search report; 

the method wherein image information from outside via a 
video signal input terminal is recorded on a film using 
three colour light obtained by a halogen lamp and a colour 
filter and after exposure-recording, the developer is 
emitted by means of rolling out using a pair of rollers, 
which hold and feed the film disclosed in Document 3; and 
the method of outputting and displaying the last taken and 
recorded image as a still image, recording and feeding out 
on paper disclosed in Documents 14 and 15 to the method 
for instant film exposure disclosed in Document 11 (JP, 5- 
27341, A (Seikosha Co., Ltd.)/ February 5, 1993 
(05.02.93), Claim 1; specification, paragraphs [0009]- 
[0014] and [0016]; Fig. 5 and 6, (Family: none)) cited in 
the international search report, Document 12 (JP, 5-19383, 
A (Seikosha Co., Ltd.), January 29, 1993 (29.01.93), 
specification, paragraphs [ 0009 ]-[ 0014 ] and [0016]; Fig. 9 
and 10, (Family: none)) cited in the international search 
report and Document 13 (JP, 5-19380, A (Seikosha Co., 
Ltd.), January 29, 1993 (29.01.93), specification, 
paragraphs [0003], [ 0009] - [0014 ] and [0016]; Fig. 7 and 8, 
(Family: none) ) cited in the international search report, 
wherein a cassette holder, containing a film cassette 
which holds a plurality of layers of instant film having a 
bag containing developer, is held in a main case, a pair 
of rollers, which tear the bag containing the developer 
allowing the developer to coat the copy film and the 
photosensitive film, are installed at the film outlet and 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (Box V) (January 1 994) 
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the moving mechanisms, such as the guide rod and timing 
belt for moving the carrier carrying out the exposure, are 
arranged on the side of the cassette holder. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
arrange the head driving mechanism and the roller driving 
mechanism on either side of the pack-filling chamber. 
Moreover, since the positioning of the image sensor and 
the power cell is obvious to a person skilled in the art, 
it would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
arrange the image sensor and the power cell on the outer 
side of the aforementioned head driving mechanism or the 
roller driving mechanism. 

Claims 31 to 33 do not involve an inventive step in 
light of Documents 1, 4, 5 and 10 to 13. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to. 
apply the exposure-scanning method for exposing an image 
line by line or simultaneously using three colour light, 
red, green and blue moving in the direction emitted by the 
LED array, onto a photosensitive colour medium such as a 
film for an instant camera disclosed in Document 1; 
the method to install a display and a print start button 
on the camera body as disclosed in Documents 4 and 5 cited 
in the international search report; and 

the method for exposing instant film wherein a cassette 
holder, containing a film cassette which holds a plurality 
of layers of instant film having a bag containing 
developer, is held in a main case, and a pair of rollers 
which tear the bag containing the developer allowing the 
developer to coat the copy film or photosensitive film, 
are installed at the film outlet as disclosed in Documents 
11 and 12 cited in the international search report to the 
complex camera provided with a solid photographic element, 
a memory for storing image data, a printer, and a button 
installed on the back surface of the camera body operated 
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to control the printer disclosed in Document 10 (JP, 9- 
61934, A (Canon Inc.)/ March 7, 1997 (07.03.97), claims; 
Specification, paragraphs [0002] - [0005] , [0040], [0062]- 
[0065] and [0074]; Fig. 7 to 9, (Family: none)) cited in 
the international search report. 

Therefore, the features of installing a printer 
operation section, or liquid crystal display panel on the 
back of the camera body and of installing an instant film 
filling chamber on the front surface of the camera body 
are matters of design concerning printer operation 
sections, liquid crystal display panels and the 
arrangement of filling chambers which would be obvious for 
a person skilled in the art.
